With the three words "Prcpared- 
ne«. Prevention and f'rogrcij as 
the keynote o( his talk. Dean Walsh 
of the Dentistry Faculty welcomed 
the new meml>ers of the Dental 
Undergraduates Society, which held 
its first meeting last night In the 
Grill Room of the Union. 

Dean Walsh, stressing the need 
of dentists especially in ths prov- 
ince of Quebec, stated that dentist- 
ry held more for a young man than 
any other profession considering 
the time involved. He maintained 
that a dental student must be pre- 
pared, and in order to be prepared 
he must have as an objective physi- 
cal fitness and high aims. At thé 
same time the student must k:?| in 
mind the necessity of preventirn, 
in the practice of dentistry, as o:ie 
of the worst plagues of civilized 
people IS tooth-decay. This latte? 
disease. Dr. Walsh stressed, is on^ 
that is easily preventable by the 
proper education of the populace 
concerning decay prevention foods. 
These latter contain calcium and 
Vitamins C and D. He mentioned 
as v.cl! the prevention of pynrrhco.i, 

Discussing the last word "pro- 
gress" Dr. Walah stated that the ad- 
vance' In the profession arc amaz- 
ing jni that the training ot tho 
m-Jern dentist is much superior 
'.0 that of the student of ihe be- 
ginning of the century. With Ihe 
hope that the present group nf 
students v/ould consider these threo 
ideas, the dean concluded his ad- 
dress.
